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Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed January 28, 201 0 is sufficient to 
overcome an obviousness rejection of claim 1 based on Li et al. alone because the 
declaration strongly suggests that a mixed anhydride provides unexpected results in 
penetration thickness and hydrophobicity in comparison with the simple anhydrides 
provided in the Li et al. reference alone. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel Claims 16-18 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7-15, and 19 are allowed as patentably distinct over the closest prior 
art of record. The closest prior art of record is Li et al. "Chemical modification of wood 
by anhydrides without solvents or catalysts" and Vaca-Garcia, C. et al. "Cellulose 
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esterification with fatty acids and acetic anhydride in lithium chloride/N, N- 
dimethylacetamide medium." 

Regarding Claim 1, Li et al. teach impregnating lignocellulose material ("wood" 
with an agent comprising hydrocarbonaceous chains (acetic, propionic, butyric, 
isobutyric, or hexanoic anhydride). Li et al. fail to teach an agent which is a mixed 
anhydride (a term understood in the art to mean an asymmetrical anhydride, not a 
mixture of anhydrides). Li et al. also fail to teach that the mixed anhydride comprises a 
hydrocarbonaceous chain R derived from a C 2 to C 4 carboxylic acid and a 
hydrocarbonaceous chain Ri derived from Ce to C24 fatty acid. 

Vaca-Garcia et al. teach a method of treating cellulosic materials, not ligno- 
cellulose materials, with a mixed anhydride to obtain a hydrophobic and mechanically 
superior cellulose mixed acetic-fatty triester. Vaca-Garcia teach an agent comprising 
mixed anhydrides, including acetic and octanoic acids. However, the person of ordinary 
skill in the art would not have turned to Vaca-Garcia to treat a lignocellulose material, 
because Vaca-Garcia suggests treating isolated cellulose and teaches treatment in a 
solvent system that is likely destructive to lignocellulosic material. 

No other prior art that anticipates or fairly suggests the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, independent Claim 1 is allowed 
over the prior art of record. Claims 2-3, 5, 7-15, and 19 are allowed as depending from 
the allowed independent claim.
